“GREAT  OAKS  FROM  LITTLE  ACORNS  GROW” 


For  more  than  a  century  furniture  has  been  manu¬ 
factured  by  generation  after  generation  in  the  place 
where  the  city  of  Jamestown  is  now  located  and 
where  great  quantities  of  fine  cabinet  woods  were  then 
growing.  The  white  oak,  the  red  birch  and  the  gleam¬ 
ing  sycamore  were  then  found  in  great  profusion  on  the 
hillsides  and  in  the  valleys  surrounding  beautiful  Lake 
Chautauqua. 

When  the  pioneers  set  up  their  hearthstones  amid  the 
vast  forests  on  Old  Chautauqua’s  Hills,  whilst  yet  the 
watchfires  of  the  valiant  Iroquois  Indians  Hashed  out 
their  beacons,  then  the  first  chapter  was  written  in  the 
history  of  Jamestown-made  furniture.  When  John  Quincy 
Adams  was  negotiating  the  cession  of  Florida  by  Spain, 
when  Webster  was  arguing  the  Dartmouth  College  case 
before  the  Supreme  Court  and  Clay  was  arranging  the 
Missouri  Compromise  and  President  Monroe  promul¬ 
gating  his  epochal  doctrine,  these  early  Jamestown  cabi¬ 
net  makers  were  then  creating  furniture  that  became 
famous  throughout  the  East  and  proved  to  be  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  present-day  Jamestown  Furniture  Industry. 

And  in  the  almost  forgotten  days  of  the  long  ago  there 
came  to  Jamestown  craftsmen  from  across  the  seas  who, 
as  youths,  were  taught  by  their  masters  to  create  furni¬ 
ture  that  was  beautiful,  comfortable  and  almost  everlast¬ 
ing.  The  skillful  and  painstaking  cabinet  makers  from 
the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  far  up  North,  in  company 


with  the  highly-trained  mechanics  from  Central  Europe 
and  the  artisan  descendants  of  those  world-famous  mas¬ 
ters  who,  by  their  skill,  five  hundred  years  ago,  made 
beautiful  the  homes  of  now  forgotten  peoples  in  South¬ 
ern  Europe,  came  each  in  their  turn  and  time,  to  James¬ 
town,  and  by  their  labor  and  skill  have  all  contributed  to 
the  American  Home  Beautiful. 

Among  the  mountains  and  lakes  of  picturesque  Switz¬ 
erland,  artistic  and  dependable  watches  are  made  that  tell 
the  people  of  the  earth  the  time  of  day  and  among  the 
green  hills  on  the  shores  of  beautiful  Chautauqua  in 
America,  fine  furniture  is  created  that  makes  the  domicile 
of  men  pleasant  during  the  day  and  comfortable  at  night. 
The  rich  man’s  mansion  and  the  toiler’s  cottage  are  both 
made  more  homelike  because  Jamestown  manufactures 
furniture  for  people  in  all  walks  of  life. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  industry  in  Jamestown,  the 
production  of  furniture  was  of  necessity  very  limited  and 
the  demand  was  small.  The  oldest  inhabitants  tell  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  coming  to  the  then  Jamestown  Furniture 
Market  from  fifty  miles  or  more  carrying  their  precious 
purchases  back  home  on  wagons  drawn  by  ox  teams.  In 
later  days  when  the  production  began  to  overlap  the  local 
consumption,  the  progressive  manufacturers  used  to  make 
and  keep  their  stock  of  furniture  until  the  rivers  became 
open  in  the  Spring  when  the  entire  stock  would  be 
loaded  on  flat-bottom  river  boats  and  sold  along  the 


banks  of  the  Chadakoin,  Allegheny,  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
rivers  until  the  great  seaport  city  of  New  Orleans  was 
reached,  where  the  furniture  and  boats  would  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  and  the  manufacturers  would  return  North  to 
home  and  factory  and  again  repeat  the  same  performance 
the  next  Winter  and  Spring. 

It  is  a  long  time  between  the  river-boat  salesman  leav¬ 
ing  Jamestown,  seventy-five  and  more  years  ago  with  the 
actual  furniture  in  his  possession,  to  the  time  of  the  pres¬ 
ent-day  Jamestown  traveling  men  who  cover  the  entire 
United  States  with  thousands  of  photographs  showing 
wonderful  creations  in  beautiful  and  useful  furniture. 

It  is  a  long  time  since  the  woodsman  came  to  James¬ 
town  with  his  good  wife  riding  in  a  cart  drawn  by  an  ox 
team  to  buy  furniture  for  his  home  to  the  time  of  the 
present  immense  furniture  building  that  is  now  one  of 
the  monuments  to  the  furniture  industry  in  the  city  of 
Jamestown  where  all  kinds  of  furniture  can  be  purchased 
by  the  critical  furniture  merchant  and  where  thousands 
of  furniture  dealers  from  all  over  the  United  States  con¬ 
gregate  every  year  to  see  for  themselves  the  new  creations 
of  fifty  and  more  Jamestown  furniture  factories. 

It  is  a  long  time  since  the  days  when  the  immigrant 
cabinet  maker  made  the  furniture  during  the  long  winter 


evenings  in  his  own  home  as  compared  with  the  great 
number  of  large  furniture  factories  in  Jamestown  that 
today  employ  altogether  several  thousand  men  with  some 
of  the  larger  individual  factories  producing  over  three 
hundred  complete  pieces  of  furniture  each  day. 

It  is  a  long  time  from  the  beginning  of  Jamestown  as  a 
furniture  manufacturing  center  until  today  when  probably 
more  furniture  is  produced  in  the  city  of  Jamestown  and 
surrounding  country  than  in  any  other  place  in  the  world. 

The  continuous  progress,  history  and  past  achievements 
of  the  Jamestown  Furniture  Market  are  only  indications 
of  future  and  greater  possibilities.  Because  of  the  geo¬ 
graphical  location  of  this  eastern  city,  Jamestown-made 
furniture  can  be  shipped  at  a  low  freight  rate  and  placed 
in  the  homes,  within  forty-eight  hours,  of  seventy-five 
million  American  people  who  dwell  within  a  radius  of 
five  hundred  miles  of  this  wonderful  furniture  city  located 
on  the  far-famed  shores  of  Lake  Chautauqua.
